2. Report of the R &D Working Group 

| Chairman, 

R&D, Working Group, offered a status report, 

Unformed that the R &D Working Group had received a fine 

briefing on intrusion alarms from the Army. He reported also that the 
R &D Working Group would continue to address the Threat Assessment and 
anticipated completion of this activity by mid- January. 

I 1 raised a general question related to the proposed 

expanded role of the R &D Working Group. A discussion followed reviewing 
the fact that the previous chairman of the R &D Subcommittee of the TSCC 
had initiated the proposal that the scope of the R &D Working Group be 
expanded so that it serve the entire Security Committee and its subcommittees 
in connection with security R &D efforts. This had been discussed at the 
TSCS and the Security Committee. The concept was adopted in principle, 
made subject to review in six months and the R &D Working Group was 
authorized to address an expanded scope of physical security R&D problems. 
The discussion at the 20 December 1974 meeting emphasized that the 
R &:D Working Group would work on the basis of a service organization, 
responding to tasks rather than as a self- tasking element. Tasks could 
be proposed by the TSCS, other subcommittees and the Security Committee. 
Requests for action will be submitted to the Chairman, TSCS, from any 
subcommittee or the Chairman, Security Committee. There is no require- 
ment that tasking be channeled to the Chairman, TSCS, through the Chairman, 
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Security Committee, The Security Committee will look to the Chairman, 
TSCS, for appropriate reporting about activities of this R&D Working 
Group. These concepts were acceptable to the members and Chairman,

4. New Business 


(a) The Chairman noted that no new business had been raised prior 
to the meeting. He called on the Chairman, Security Committee, who 
expressed appreciation for the cooperation of the TSCS members during 
the reorganization peri od and offered his continued assistance to the 
Chairman and members. 


(c) The Air Force representative proposed that an ad hoc group 
be formed to tabulate all finds and pertinent data related to them in an 
effort to compile such information in a single document for trend analysis. 
The representative of the R &D Working Group mentioned that the pro- 
posal has been considered and acted on by the R &D Working Group. It 
was suggested that perhaps this need could better be satisfied by being 
broken out of the R &D Working Group study, made into a special supple- 
ment and prepared in terms more readily familiar to non-technical 
personnel. This concept was endorsed by the members and the Chairman 
requested the R &D Working Group to prepare a report of this nature. 

(d) The observer from the Intelligence Community. Staff raised the 
question of possible interest in a repeat of the briefing on telephone 
security and intercept problems provided by NSA. Following general 
discussion and expressions of interest, the Chairman, TSCS, proposed 
and members approved the idea of having NSA provide the briefing at 
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Secretary's Note: Subsequently, the NSA member informed the 

Secretary that the NSA briefer would not be available to do 
the briefing at the meeting in January. 

(e) The Army member posed a question to the Chairman and 
members related to the continued publications of the lSCS. In particular, 
he inquired about the mechanics of updating security information on 
.. iephor.es. In the subsequent discussion, it was mentioned that there 
e re some TSCS publications in various stages of completion but that 
j.here appeared to be a need for an overall review of :he needs and desires 
o ' the membership for JSCS publications. ihe Chairman proposed that 
Hiis be made an item on the agenda of a meeting in the near future. 

if) A question was raised as to the continuation of the ACM Working 
Croup. In the subsequent discussion it was agreed that the ACM Working 
Croup served the Chairman, TSCS, as a working arm, published necessary 
and vaLuable documents and assisted the entire membership as a point of 
locus in its area of specialization. The Chairman agreed in principle 
.and proposed that both the R &D Working Group and t e ACM Working Group 
ontinue . He asked the members to be prepared at trie next meeting to 
discuss the charter, membership, scope of interests and activities of 
hie ACM Working Group.
